a OBLiquE vs. piKECT Stkikers -Hillsdale, Mich. — A'dKor 
thungo Awld. —Though upon most points I agree with the Ideas 
0 advanced by Oneida In your Issue of the 14th, I must beg leave 
■t courteously to differ with him as regards oblique snd dlrwt action 
r strikers. I csiiiiot consider his IHustrotlon drawn from Igniting 
e a match by a direct or scraping blow ss applicable to the Mae In 
t qncftlon, since, while the match requires friction to Insure Ignl- 
L tion. the fulminate lu a cap does not, but Is exploded more surely 
- by a blow than by friction. Again, this friction Is applied di- 
B roi tly to the exposed surface lu the match, while It can only be 
B communicated to the fulminate after passing through the metal 
1 of which the cup Is composed. I have had many years experi¬ 
ence with strikers of both kinds, aud think I am Justified In stat 
log toat I have seen ten inlssBres with oblique plungers for every 
one 1 have known where direct plungers were used. For over 
five years I have shot a Parker that, apart from other excellences 
has become a great favorite with me from Its certainty of fire. I 
I have used metal shells for years and have Just finished two 
. ‘■housand 8t. Louis paper shells. Out of these two thousand I 
I had but six mlssflres, four being with a gun using oblique plung- 
; ers, two with the Parker, one of these, I think, caused by a 
, broken firing pin, as the sbell exploded at once ou the next trtal 
. I have seen caps scratched and even slightly dented all alone 
their lower surfaces by the blows of oblliiSe plungers, but never 
saw one dented by a direct plunger and fall, unless the cap had 
been ruined by wet or displacement of the fulminate. I agree 
that it la no reason a thing should not be true because It Is 
newly advanced, but I must confess tbat I never before heard 
such an argument brought up against direct strikers. If this Is 
a valid objection, theu the advocates of the hammerless guns, 
that are becoming so fashionable, are all abroad, for one of thA 
very strongest arguraciito In their favor k that with their direct 
strikers they necessarily deliver the blow upon the center of the 
cap, thu6 greatly reducing the chances of mlssfirp. The Parker 
and all guns with similar strikers, possess the same advantages 
or disadvantages as the new harnmerless guus, and I think if the 
country could be fairly canvassed, the proportion of mlssflres 
would be found far larger, mm pnpurlioualty, with the advocates 
of oblique, than of direct plungers. 1 have no reason to deem 
my own experience exceptional, and If It U not. there will be 
many to support my views. 

I think Oneida Is decidedly wrong In staling that the Parker 
guns are generally used with metal shells. They are, It Is true 
chambered for both, but with the many advantages of paper over 
metal sheliSf I cannot doubt that the former have far the most 
friends. Personally, I know many sportsmen who use Parker 
guns, but cannot recall one using meUI sheila. So far as my ex- 
pcrlencc goes, the metal shells shoot a trifle better than any 
paper shells; they are also very convenient in case one gets out 
of shells when ou a shooting trip, and to provide against such 
contingencies I always take a few along; but here all superiority 
ends and the disadvantages of extra weight, additional danger in 
case of unexpected explosion, and the extra care neccssare to 
keep metal abells In serviceable condition, all tell heavily against 
them. The popularity of the Parker gun Is like that of any 
Other, gaiued solely by the convenience aud Boundoess of its ac- 
tlOD, and Ito ahooling qualities. If, then, those using It were 
compelled or restricted by Ito construction to the use of a more 
bulky and dangerous shell than other guns employ, the Parker 
would soon be shelved; ami that It Is not, Is therefore a strong 
proof that It can be and Is shot with the same shells as other 
®®“®' Arnold Burges.

The United States Commlsalon on Fish and Fisheries certainly 
have no reason to complain of this station In the matter of eithqr 
new forms or the discovery of old ones not before known on our 

This week two new Gadoids {gadut, a codfish, old, likeness,) 
have been found, one of them of a beautiful blue, and called by the 
fisherman who brought It In, a “blue bake," as It wm correctly 
recognised by him to be a relative of the hake. These two 
species have been diagnosed and will appear on the records as 
ticUoporvhynu viola and Phycit chsaUn oi Good® and Bean. 

A look down Into the water at the Fish Commission wharf, or 
any other, In fact, surprises one at the great number of common 
star fish. The bottom Is almost covered with them, and they are 
clustered on the barnacles which adhere to the piles. 

I wonder If star-fish eat barnacles! They eat many. If not all, 
shell-bearing molluska besides these; all the perriwlnklos, clams, 
snails, etc., but I really can’t say as to the barnacles. 

There we no oyatere here for them to destroy, and If the 
dsh does eat barnacles in any quantity we must allow that there 
may be good even In a “five-fingered Jack,” whom the oysteraen 
hate BO heartily. He who cuts a star-fish In two Isbsrdly entitled 
to be considered as a benefactor, at least oystermen would not so 
consider him; for by this means he causeth two sUr-flsh to grow 
where but one grew before; for.aa there are usually five flip™, 
the pert that has three draws and fills, and so does the little fel¬ 
low who holds only a pair. , „ . . ,

He may feed 
the animal between meals, cram him with tlt-blts, dose him with 
dainties, or lot him gorge himself on that gruesome garbage-- 
greasv greaves. And so the dog thrives not, his coat stares or Is 
In tatters, his nose Is unhealthy, and bis sleep disturbed by fear¬ 
ful dreams. To cure him, feed sparingly and rationally, give an 
occasional aperient, and a dally dinner pill of quinine, rhubarb, 
and taraxacum, atid a bucket bath every morning. 

I most at present pass unnoticed the more serious internal In¬ 
flammations, such as nephritis,bronchitis, hepatitis, pleurisy, and 
other diseases of the lungs, as well as Jaundice; this latter Is 
often as speedily fatal as yellow Jack Itself, and proper advice 
should be sought as soon as It appears. In all acute diseases you 
can seldom dt. wrong In at once getting the bowels to move, ap¬ 
plying counter-irritants to the seat of pain, and hot fomenU- 
tloua or the not flat-iron, and administering repeated small doses 
of opium by the mouth. 

Mange Is too well-known to need a description. The flog 
should be washed twice a week, using Spratt's soap, and after 
each washing anoint with the following liniment; mix four 
drachms of creosote with seven ounces of olive oil, and add one 
ounce of solution of potash. Change the dog’s bed often, alter 
the diet, give an occasional aperient, and from three drops to 
eight (according to size of »og) of liquor arseniMlls twice or 
thrice a day in the food for two or three weeks, unless « brlnp 
on redness of eyes. If It does, omit for a day or two, and begin 

*^If your dog has worms they will be either the round or the tape. 
Give for the former, from one grain to Bve of eanlonlne, for the 
latter, a grain of fresh-grated areca-nut for every pound the dog 
w eighs No food should be given for eighteen hours previously, 
and the bowels should be acted on two hours after the medicine 
with castor oil. Keep down fleas and lice with washing and per¬ 
fect cleanliness; soskiog the skin In a solution of quassia chips 
kills the former, soaking It In oil and washing next day-destroys 
the latter. It Is a good thing to give dogs a little sulphur occa 
slonally In their food. Gunpowder is a capital cooling medicine, 
dandelion Juice an excellent liver tonic, quinine an appetizing 
and ’’plck-’em-up” tonic, and podophyllln—dose, from one quar¬ 
ter to a whole grain—has almost superseded mercury as what 1 
might call a liver aperient. 1 have mentioned only the sirapleat 
of medicines, hut it they are simple they a re a\|K> safe.

Intestinal Worms In IKigs. 

The study of helminthology, or the eclence which treats of 
Internal parasites. Is an exceedingly Interesting one, but It would 
serve no good or useful purpose to go deeply Into It In these col¬ 
umns. Those who love toe canine race, however, would I think, 
be well rewarded by a peep Into a little book published sonie four 
years ago by Professor Cohbold, M.D., entitled “The Internal 
ParasItS of our Domestic Animals." The whole work la more 
readable than many histories, but the portion likely to he most 
lutercstlng to too dorfancler is that Included between pages 
76 and 116. The dog has the misfortune to be often 
Infested with loteetloal worms, and these are of many dlflereut 
kinds. As far, however, as eymptoms and trcatineiit arc con¬ 
cerned, It will be convenient enough for ue to divide them Into 
two classes—namely, tape worms and round worms. 

Now I think, If we consider for a moment how some of toe 
commonest tape-worms of the dog originate, and are developed, 
we will learn a most useful lesson, which all breeders should 
not fall to lay to heart. We have all seen, then—much to our 
gorrow—that very common tape-worm which Infests about 50 per 
cent, of our dogs, the cueumeri«s, which grows to the length of 
nearly two feet, Is almost transparent In color, and whose jojut'® 
are elongated rather than broad and narrow at each end. Well, 
each of these Jolnte Is a mature segment, capable, as we can see, 
of motion—they are usually and erroneously called maw worms, 
and were formerly supposed to be a different species. They are 
capable of motion, and on escaping from the anus of the dog, 
they glide through bis coal, depositing their eggs as they go. 
But these eggs couUin little sll-hooked embryos, and these em¬ 
bryos must be developed Into a creature of almost, in apnearance, 
a different species, and that, too. In the body of another aiiirnal, 
before being admitted into the Intestines of the dog, and there 
becoming real tape-worms. The dog-louse then becomes the In¬ 
termediary mother, eo to speak. This insect swallows the de¬ 
posited eggs of the tape-worm, and In Its body the shell Is dis¬ 
solved aud the embryos escaping, become, for the time being, a 
louse measle, but on the dog swallowing some of these Insects 
the measle escapee, and becomes, now in toe dog’s Intestine, a 
fully-formed tape-worm. We may learn from this the necessity 
of keeping our animals perfectly clean, for If there were no Inter¬ 
mediary mothers the circle of tape-worm development would not 

Take another tape-worm, the gid, TVniia comunis. Though 
not so common as the former, this also needs an Intermediary 
mother, and Ibis It finds, all too often, In the eliecp. The dog 
soSering from this parasite drops Joints on the grass, the eggs 
are swallowed by toe sheep, find their way to the animal's brain, 
there forming hydatids, or Utile bladders, each of which contains 
hundredsof larvw; If adog, then, eats the uncooked brains of 
this eheep, lh€ larvffi develop lo his iotestlnes Into a colony ox 
tape-worms, and thus, again, the circle of development Is com¬ 
pleted. 

I The larvB of other tape-worms are Introduced into the dog by 
feeding him on raw paunches, or the entrails of bares or rabhlta, 
i both of which are practices that cannot be too strongly con- 

demoed. » ^ nt au 

Rouod-worraa, or lumbrlcolds, which are somewhat Uke the 
common earth-worm of the garden, only paler, and tapering at 
each end, are exceedingly common both In dogs and cata--jom- 
mon both In toe intestines and In the stomach. From the latter 
' they sometimes emigrate, and find their way perhaps Into toe 
I nostrils, or In the larynx, producing terribly distressing eymp- 
' toms, which I have not space here to enumerate. 

The eymptorm ot worms in the dog are usually some degree of 
Intesilual Irregularity. The animal may be bound In toe bow els 
one day, and loose the next, or the first part of the motion may 
be of proper consistency, and toe after part unhealtby-like and 
frothy. The coat seldom looks well; the eyes are far from bright, 
and generally Injected. There Is usually a voracious appetite, 
but the dog, although he Is a “good doer,” doea not thrive on 
what he eau. The breath may be fostld, and there may be a 
shorty husky cough. There may be even more dangerous and 
alarming sympioroSt such as paralysle, and fltfi caused by the 
presence of Intestinal parasites. These, I say, are the common 
symptoms, and yet I have known dogs, and eats too, that were 
loaded with tape-worms, end yet remained sleek, healthy-luotiHj, 
and fat. Often, too, various kinds of skin Irritations are found 
aasoclated with the presence of worms. I sdvtse my readers who 
may be rearing puppies, when about five or six months they seem 
to be out of sorts and not doing well, to try for worms; an an¬ 
thelmintic can do little berm, and it may be toe turning-point In 
the dog’s history, for dogs afflicted with worms In their puppy- 
hood generally grow up weakly, peevish, and very often nervous. 

We should, I toluk, do all we can to prevent this plague of 
worms from decimating our kennels. Never, then, on any 
account, feed upon raw paunches, or let your dogs have raw 
sheeps’ brains, or toe entrails of rabbits and hares. If toe dog 
has plenty of clean straw, frequently renewed, I do not think It 
likely he will be Infested with lice, but stleDtlon to bis personal 
cleanllneaa la extremely advisable, and an occasional washing 
with medicated soap can only be productive of good. Again, toe 
boards of the kennel should often be washed down with bulllug 
water and soap, and a sprinkling of salt or carbolic acid lotion. 

Treatment. —This Is simple enough, for saiitonliie, will cure 
nearly every case of round worm, and freshly-grated, areca nut 
will eradicate tape-worms. Starve the dog for, at ihe>|^ry least, 
twelve hours before you give the anthelmintic; glveX^i the 
morning when stomach aud Intestines are alike empty, that the 
naraalte may gel the full benefit of It unshielded by anything, and 
follow up an hour afterwards with a dose of toe common poppy 
buckthorn and oil mixture. It la the usual practice to give one 
grain of the areca nut for every pound the dog weighs, ^n- 
lonlue may be given In doses from one grain to kitten or toy dog, 
up to six or more for a 8t. Bernard. 

There are a variety of other so-called vermifuges, some not 
safe, others useless. Turpentine I do not advise; It Is apt to be 
followed by disagreeable symptome, and even convul-hiiis; it 
should, therefore, only be given by a skilled vet. Powdered glata 
has been for the most part banished from the drug shelf ; It la 
exceedingly apt, especially If too coarsely powdered, to Injure toe 
mucous wat of stomacb or Intestine, Instead of killing too para- 
Blte. You need to repeat the administration of the drug »*■><»»*' 
three times, at intervals of say four days, and having 
worms away, you will require to give tonic raedlclnos, 


latter before breakfast, and always followed by a run. The bitter 
tonica are the best, such aa quinine, gentian, etc., they Increase 
toe appetite as well as purify the blood. Even cod-liver oil Itself 
may be ueeded to put the animal la show form. But never 
forget that tonics do positive harm unless the bowels act prop¬ 
erly ; a gentle aperient occasionally therefore had better be given

J., who called her Fashion; he bred her to Dau Wells’ Sport, of 
Camden. N. J., and Fitzgerald retained a hitch pup called Silver; 
she wae bred to Mr. Grubb’s setter, on Broad street, Philadel¬ 
phia. One of that litter I had given to me and was knowo as 
Campion’s Juno. I bred her three times, once to Mr. Sartora’s 
Sport, once to Mr. Furnace’s Dash, from which litter I have a 
dog. and once to Dr. Twaddell’s Buster, of which litter I also 
have a bitch, both of which are considered hard to beat both for 
endurance and staunchness. It will be seen by the above con¬ 
nection that, at the time she was bred to Buster, Juno was 
the nearest generation (being the third) living to Old Tip. I 
also claim that ray bitch Bess out of Juno, by Buster, Is as close, 
if not more so, than old Buster, her sire. H. Campion.
